Defendant In Murder Case 


Says He Watched Wife 


and Oblennis.

RUSHVILLE, Neb., Oct 6.—(By 


the Associated Press.)—The case of 
Albert Hill, 42, ranchman who is 
charged with murder in connection 
with the death of one of his hired 
hands, is expected-to go to the jury 
some time today.

Neal Oblennis, 21, the ranch hand, 
after what lie described as a fight 
over the latter's attentions to Mrs.

After Hill had testified in his own 


behalf, the defense argued that he 
should be freed on grounds that the 
shooting- of Oblennis was "in self 
defense of his person ami habita- 
tion."

Hill said Oblennis entered

home like a serpent and poisoned 
his wife against him. He testified 
that after telling them he was go- 
ing on a short trip, he hid in one of 
the farm buildings and later caught 
them in an embarrassing position. 
A quarrel followed, in which

rancher ordered his hand from his 
place and Oblennis refused to leave. 


The defendant said he then got 


his shotgun, intending to sho'ot only 
over the younger man's head. In the 
excitement he fired into Oblennis' 
body, Hill testified. He then told 
how he left the body in the hog pen 
where.the fight took place, and how, 
that<"night/he took the body^to the 
sandhills several' miles away and 
buried it In a. shallow grave.

G. Dawes declared at the chamber 
of commerce luncheon here Tues- 
day. 
The vice president emphasized 


that "the country will not be satis- 
fied until that problem is either 
solved or it is demonstrated not by 
politicians, but by strong' minded 
competent business men that It IB 
incapable of solution." 


"Xo economist win take exception 


to the statement that the crisis ex- 
ists," he continued. "That corner is 
passed. The next step Is a discus- 
sion of the facts on their merits 
and then the more difficult thing:, 
the practical method of relief so 
that it won't do more harm than 
good. It is no problem for politi- 
cians, or for weak minded men. 


"The crisis in which agriculture 


finds itself cannot be net by sus- 
picion of partisanship or influence 
of business interests," the vice pres- 
ident declared. "It cannot be set- 
tled in congress with the present 
power of unlimited debate. 


"Agricultural relief is a great eco- 


nomic business problem and be- 
cause it must come about, if pos- 
sible, by legislation, it is a difficult 
thin? to keep politics out of it. This 
is the big obstacle which Jiuat be 
removed. There must be a small 
comlttee of s»ncere men who are 
not afraid to take a. step in advance 
in the hope of effecting a construc- 
tive remedy. It is a time for sober 
thought; a time for action. 


West Not Radical. 


"They talk about radicalism 
in 


the west. There is no such thins. 
The people of this great section are 
a law abiding- citizenry who set ac- 
tion when they want it. on a basis 
of true facts. To hear some of the 
easterners- talk about agricultural 
equality, you would think it was a 
request for the return of 'green- 
backism' or free silver. The fanners 
of the west are appealing- to rea- 
son, to common sense. Thairs is no 
radical plea."

chasm," re declared. "It was turn 
the people started to think and the 
politicians were told to keep their 
mouths shut and see what common 
5>ense could do."

dollars. 


These —irchases include locomotives 
and 
freight 


cars. Other big orders are 12,000 tons of steel rails 
by the Florida ^ast Coast railway and 14,000 tons 
of rails by the Texas Pacific system. Other roads arv! 
also making heavy purchases and the third quarter 
of the year in the steel industry is expected to show 
a greater and more profitable business than either 
of the two preceding ones. 


It is generally believed that the men who are at 


the head of the big railroad systems of the country 
have a pretty good idea as to business prospects 
Furthermore, they are not apt to make such heavy 
investments as the ones just reported without the 
monev in sight to take caie of them. It would seen 
to be rather safe prediction, therefoie, that no -re- 
cession of the present wave of prosperity is to 1. 
expected for some time to come. 


""-- railroads of the country are now believed to 


be in a better condition generally than ever befora. 
They are making money and they are as a rule giv- 
ing service which leaves little cause for complaint 
This state of affairs is of course due to the volume.of 
patronage they are receiving and the rates which 
they are able to collect. If the country they serve 
is not prosperous, the roads are likewise lacking in < 
prosperity.

the growth of student bodies, and he now decides to 
do something about it. 


One reform Mr Frank advocates is the giving o" 


a degree at the end of two years spent in "acquiring 
a cultural 
background and an intellectual tech- 


nique." This, division would cull out the undesirable 
students—those who attend the university for some 
reason other than to obtain an education—accord- 
ing to Mr Frank's theory. 
And 
for the next two 


years, his proposal outlines a program of "highly spe 
cialized woik" 
— . 


The idea of culling out the bad students at the 


end of two years is not a bad one. But in respect 
to those who are to continue in the university even 
that period is not enough to acquire the "cultural 
background," and it is indeed doubtful that a stu- 
dent with ordinary high school training could gath- 
er enough in those two years to prepare him for the 
specialization that he will follow under Mr. Franks 
schedule. 


"When the Wisconsin educator proposes two year3 


lor high specialization, lie must have .in^ mind the en-1 
oC turning out the hicrhest number of students in the 
shortest time possible, which is a view not com- 
patible %\ith the best interests of'education. Learn- 
ing the "secrets of the ages" is a. thing that comes 
siowly, and should not be rushed. 


There snould be at least three years—possibly four 


—of acquiring 
that "cultural 
background" 
Mr 


Frank's propo""' in this respect is merely speeding 
up the present schedule whicli provides four years in 


-"i-al work and graduate study for the specializa- 


tion 
He would condense this graduate study Into 


tho -.-osent university work. That can not be don*- 
without sacrificing the results which are obtaiiicc 
under present conditions

an education it will be only an in- 
cidental advantage to them, if it is 
an advantage at all. 


The aim is not to make the rat 


more capable, or more self-respect- 
ing, but to determine how low down 
in the animal kingdom psj chologi- 
cal traits can be recokmzed. 
The 


psychologist does not disdain 
the 


inclusion of the rat mind in 
the 


field of his research, though some 
people may demand that he prove, 
to begin with, that there is a rat 
mind. But the modern psychologist 
doesn't mean by "mind" what old- 
fashioned people do. 


As might naturally be expected 


the curriculm for the rat sis very 
brief.- The means of instruction are 
two—the "problem box" and 
the 


"maze." Tho first is described as 
consisting of a small square apart- 
ment made of wire screening, with 
a. door leading to anadjoining box 
containing food such as rats like 


To get the door open it is neces- 


sary for a rat to step upon a plat- 
form projecting from the side of the 
box. "When he does that the door 
opens automatically, and the food la 
at his command. It is cha-'racter- 
istic of this age of science applied 
that a neat electric connection re- 
leases tho door when the rat puts 
his weight on the platform. 
It is 


not assumed that the rat will Jearn 
anything about electricity — unless 
he should get ail unlucky shock— 
but it is thought that he may notice 
that the door opens when he g-oes 
on the 
littleplatform, 
and 
if he 


doesn't draw the 
inference 
from 


cause to effect in his sharp-filled 
rat mind, that at least he will form 
the habit of stepping on the plat- 
form when he feels the pangs of 
hunger. Forming habits is the base 
of scientific psychology, even in the 
human being. It doesn't call for 
the 
hypothesis of "spirit" as con- 


trasted with "body." 


The second means, or instrument, 


of rat education, the "maze" Science 
Service says, "is one of the oldest 
devices 
used to lest 
intelligence 


and learning ability- It consists of 
a labyeinthinc passage containing 
many olind alleys, but only one di- 
rect path to the end where food re- 
wards the successful rat." 


With the "problem box" each rat 


is g-iven the lesson once a day for 
twenty days, and then he rests from 
his 
educational If.bors 
for 
fifty 


days,( when he is tested again to 
see if he has learned and remember 
anything. With the "maze" the 
test is applied at each experiment 
by noting the number 
of 
wrong 


ways the rat takes, Eind the time he 
requires to find 'the right one.

There Is no way of determining the 
number immunized by private phy- 
~siclans, -but at any rate, the .diph- 
theria situation is very satisfactory 
and it would seem that many hare 
been immunized. It is a little early 
in the season to feel too confident 
about the diphtheria,, situation arf 
the disease is more prevalent dur- 
ing the late months of the year. 
A campaign aaginst diphtheria is 


being put on throughout the United 
States with the. object to obliterate 
the disease within, the 
next 
few 
years. The accomplishment-of fa- 
,yorable results lies first with get- 
ting the parents interested, then the 
family physician with the aid of 
the department of health can prac- 
tically free -the community of tlio 
diphtheria scourge.

Of such are the revelations made 
jy the startling book which Dr. 
Montague 
Lomax,

psychologist, has just written. His 
'Experiences of an Asylum Doctor" 
throws into bold relief the barbar- 
isms' of modern English .. insanity 
laws and cites many, cases of con- 
spicuous failure of what laws there 
are. 


The most recent 
and inhuman 


case 'which 
the 
discussion 
has 


brought to light, is that of the love- 
ly Rose Berrows, a young woman 
of uncommon charm and beauty. As 
a child Miss Berrows indulged in 
one too many pranks rind was sent 


to a reformatory: While there, she 
expressed her natural resentment 
forcibly, venting her. anger on a 
door. 
For this youthful outburst 


of' righteous indignation- she -was 
condemned b'y the officials to a 
life long imprisonment among the 
criminally -insane. ' 


The case of Miss Berrows has 


focused . public 
opinion 
on

•asyiums. The investigations made 
by one doctor on the instigation of 
a relative, or anyone in nersonal 
authority, is sufficient, if accom- 
panied by a written certificate, to 
send an ^dividual .to an. asylum. 
Once there, it is tremendously dif- 
ficult to bring about his release.

Learn to Shift Ball. 


The straight-arm defense against 


tacklers, is most effective in the open 
field. That's where Benny Friedman, 
Michigan's captain, makes it count. 
He is able to shift the ball from un- 
der one arm to the other in order 
to ward oft tacklers approaching 
first from one side and then the 
other, as shown in the slow movie 
reel of sketches in the lower part 
of the illustration—Figures 1 to 3,

In the upper panel the method of 


holding a football while running is 
shown, as well as shifting it from 
one arm to other.

showing. Dysentery, continued over such a length of time, 
would weaken any man. And when that is followed by a big 
dose of paregoric, which has the tendency to take the zip and 
the energy out of any human for nearly 24 hours, then no 
man "is in condition to make a fight. J'or the combination 
"makes him dull and listless and-robs him of his strength and 
certainly nulls his speed and agility."

Declines to File Excuses. 


Dempsoy has refused to comment 


on the report Aftsr the battle, lie 
would not offer any alibis. 


"What's the use," he said. "I was 


whipped, wasn't I? Any excuses I

Next spring, not this fall, is the 


time 
to .transplant, ornamental 


shrubs and trees' as" well? as. fruit- 
plants, advises E. H. Hoppert; head 
of' the horticultural . department, | 
state agricultural college here. 


"If it .were certain,"--said Hop.- 


pert. "that the 
plants would get 


plenty of moisture all winter and 
that the 
winter would be mild, 


much would be gained by planting- 
at this time of:the year. The plants 
would produce. considerable 
root 


growth before freezing- weather arid 
in the spring would start to grow 
long before the spring plantings. 
However, too often .the cold 
dry 


winds and the lack of sribw tax 
the resisting-, powers of even the 
well established plants in the state.
